Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -23 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The cited prior art of record fails to disclose the step of disposing the discrete 
elements and a film support material on a support liquid with portions of the discrete 
element spaced apart from each other. In the contrary, the cited prior art of Adefris et al 
(US 6,319,108) discloses the step of disposing the abrasive composites/discrete 
elements and a film support material in a electroplating solution/liquid .
